If you want to give a child a little chick or duckling this 
Easter, you'll have to settle for the stuffed variety. For in 
Illinois, it is illegal to give alive baby duck or chick as a pet, 
according to officials in the Illinois Department of 
Agriculture, which administers the Humane care for 
Animals Act. ';• 

And if you like your rabbits. colored blue, green or pink, 
you'll also have to settle for a doll. The same law prohibits 
selling rabbits or chicks which have been dyed or artifically 
colored. . - ._ . 

The law states, "No person may sell, offer for sale, barter 
or give away any rabbit orany baby chick,- duckling or fowl, 
which has been dyed, colored or otherwise treated to impart 
an artificial color' thereto. Baby chicks or ducklings shall not 
be sold, offered for sale, bartered or given away assets and 
novelties." 

While people who give these little animals to children may 
have the best of intentions, many youngsters are unable to 
take care of the small fowl. Children often don't understand 
that live animals need careful handling. If the animal dies 
from rough handling, it ends v up causing the children the 
unnecessary sadness of losing a pet, as well as causing pain 
to the animal.
